execution thereot, And thatſo good and godly a worke and purpole may not bedilappointed or defeated by any 
meanes, I I IS ordeined by this Company, T hat all and euery Printer and Printers,that trom time to time here- 
after, ſhaleitherfor him,or themſclues,or tor any other, Printor caule to be Printed any new Booke or Copiene- 
uer Printed betore,or although formerly Printed, yet newly augmented or enlarged, ſhall within Tenne dayes 
nextafcer the finiſlung of the firſt [mpreſion thereof, and che putting of the ſame to Sale.., bring and deliuer to 
the yonger Warden of the ſaid Company of Stationers for the time being, one pertect Booke thereof, to be deline- 
red ouer by the ſameWarden to the recited vic, tothe handes of ſuch perſon or perſons,as ſhall be appointed by
